The Amateur Radio Mobile Society (Great Britain) 

The Society was formed in sarly 1959, to cater for all interests of mobile 
radie operation on a world-wide basis. It is the only properly constituted 
organization in Britain devoted solely to the mobile aspect of amateur radio. 
There are already members in the United States, Canada, South Africa, Sweden, 
Rhodesia, France, Germany and Osnmark, as well as in Great Britain. 

There are two Giassee of membership-corporate and associate. Corporate member- 
ship is granted to holders of the amateur radio sound mobile license (in Gt. 
Britain) or overseas ¢quiva alent, but anybody who is genuinely interested in 
mobile activity is elegitle for sssocate membership. 


One of the Society's main opjecis is the exchange of information about mobile 
activity, equipment, suppression, regulations, meetings, etc. A monthly pub—- 
lication called “Mobile News" is issued free to members, edited from articles 
and data submitted by the membership. 


The Society has its own callsigr. .-G3NMS- "National Mobile Society" - which is 
used at rallies and meetings 


The Society's list of overseas members is steadily growing. It is our aim to. 
foster international mobile activity on a large scale. From time to time the 
members go on Dxk~peditions to foreign countries. Information on these activ— 
ities, including how to get licenses, importation of gear, etc., forms a val- 
vable part of the A.R.M.S. service to members. 


An important part of the Society's work consists of co-operation with man- 
ufacturers in the development of articles of their manufacture for amateur 
radio mobile use. 


The Social Side - particular emphasis is laid on providing social activity, 
apazt from the actual operation of mobile amateur radio, and we endeavour to 
make our rallies and meetings family affairs.

The Wireless Experimenter is always faced with the problem "what kind of 
equipment shall I start out with." Cost and non-availability of parts many 
times dictates the answer. With the exception of antenna and ground system 
and an antenna changeover switch, the following describes what might be 
considered the minimum wireless equipment necessary to establish two way 
communication over a distance of five or ten miles. The maximum distance 
will depend mostly upen the efficiency of the antenna and ground system. 


- The Receiver = 
(4 Lo L-l 5 in. diameter form (Mothers Oats box) 
wound with a single layer of #24 
enameled magnet wire. Length of winding 
about 5 in. Contacts with winding are 
made with sliders on 1/4 in.brass rod. 
L-2 4 in. diameter form (ShakerSalt box) 
wound with a single layer of #28 
enameled magnet wire. Length of winding 
about 4 1/2 in. This winding should be 
2000 tapped about every 1/2 in. which are. 
ae then soldered to a series of contacts 
that may be selected by a rotary switch 
on end of form. i ie, 3 
The assembled coils should be mounted on a board with wooden Supports that 
will permit L=2 to slide in and out of L-1 for adjusting the inductive 
coupling between the coils. Note: Such an assembly is commonly calied 
a loose coupler. 

C»-l 43 plate variable condenser. This may be purchased assembled. 
However, some saving of expense is to be obtained if. a knock down unit of 
parts can be secured, C-2 This is the blocking condenser and may be 
purchased or made from wax paper and tin foil. The detector crystal can 
be galena, silicon, or iron pyrites. The obtaining of a good sensitive 
crystal is most important. If the crystal holder is self-constructed, be 
sure to select a catewhisker of the proper spring tension. A piece of 
mandolin E string makes an excellent cat-whisker,. 

The selection of head phones is also important. They should be at least 
2000 to 3000 ohms. Be sure to select a reliable make, as some headsets 
have the required resistance, however, they are wound with resistance 
wire instead of copper magnet wire,

‘The Transmitter (Cont.) 


C-1 This condenser must be able to withstand and hold the voltage 
of the spark coil which may reach 8000 to 10000volts, depending 
;On the battery voltage and adjustment of vibrator. A capacity 
of ,004% is probably the minimum required. Such condensers are 
rather expensive, Selif-—constructed condensers. are very satisfactory 
if care is exercised in assembling. A condenser can be made from 
approximately 15 -5 in. X 7 in. old photegraphic. glass plates. 
Soak them in water to loosen the emulsion, (you may have to scrape 
if off) and come up with clean glass. .Then procure either tin or 
lead foil. Cut the foil to fit the glass plates, leaving 3/4 in. 
boarder of glass all around except for connection tabs.’

2 Assemble alternately with glass between metal platés. Joining the 
metal tabs on either side gives you the two connections to your. 
condenser. To keep the plates from slipping,a dab of Shellac can 
be placed in the center of each plate while assembling. To further 
keep the glass plates together they can be MR SBpea rie: ways with tire 
tape or string. 


Spark-Gap This can be constructed from two large brass binding posts 
mounted about 4% inches apart on good insulation, such as porcelin 
or good hard wood. The arrangement should be such that the gap can 
be adjusted. Gap material should be 1/4 in. round zink or aluminun. 
with sparking surfaces parallel. 


Spare-Coil Probably the most readily obtainable spark coil is the 
Model T Ford coil. It will operate from a six/twelve volt 
storage battery or a number of #6 dry cells. Dry cells operated 
in series-parallel will give a hotter spark and will last much 
longer. The Key contacts should be large enough to handle the 
current without getting hot and sticking. 

When used with a good antenna (at least 100 feet long) and good water 

pipe ground excellent results should be obtained. Some experimenters 

claim to have established communication up to 25 miles on good clear 
nights without too much static. Any good single pole double throw. 


- 96 amp electric switch will be satisfactory to switch the antenna 


from the receiver to the transmitter. Porcelin base types are the 
best insulation,
